Cotton Men Indicted In New York. 
New York. Dec. 5.—Jam es A. Pat­ 
ten of Chicago, Eugene Scales of Tex- 
as, Wm. H. Brown of New Orleans 
and others were Indicted again to­ 
day by a federal grand jury, charged 
with conspiracy to monopolize inter­ 
state commerce in available cotton 
during the last four months of the 
crop year ending Sept. 18 last. 
The indictment 
was actually re­ 
turned on Aug. 4 last, but did next 
go into effect until it was opened to­ 
day. The accused, with their coun­ 
sel, appeared 
before Judg> 
Hough 
in the criminal branch of the fed­ 
eral district court, and entered ten­ 
tative pleas of not guilty. They have 
until Dec. 13 to demur and argu­ 
ments on the dem urrer will be heard 
on the third Monday in January next. 
The original indictment was found 
in May last, but the defendants ob­ 
jected that the special grand jury 
which returned it had been improp­ 
erly 
d^awn, 
and 
the 
government, 
fearing that the courts might find 
the plea in abatem ent well taken, 
decided to resubmit the evidence to 
another grand jury, which in due 
course handed down the indictment 
opened today. 
It contains eight counts, instead 
of five, and lessens the number of 
defendants by two. om itting Sydney 
J. Harman and Charles A. Kittle, yet 
naming, besides Patten, Scales and 
Brown, Frank B. (Hayne and Col. 
Robert M. Thompson, all of whim 
were originally indicted.
